I have a problem with a T4X-C. When in the transmitter or separate position, 
the oscillators don't seem to be mixing, so the only output comes at 5645 
and 11290. Measuring the bandswitched crystal oscillator output, at pin 2 of 
the 6EJ7 shows that it is working, with the output matching the bandswitch 
position crystals. Everything works fine in the transceive position with the 
R4-C in control. Any suggestions before I try to reinvent the wheel?

We have nothing but good to say about them! 


It would be helpful to have greater clarification of the policy, anda 
waiver we 
could sign stating that we have packed to Authorized Shipper standard and 
will 
waive insurance claims if it may be shown we have failed to do so. 


Frankly I pack far better than anything I have ever received from and 
Authorized 
Shipper so I know my items can only be damaged through gross mishandling, 
e.g. penetrated by a fork lift, dropped off the back of a plane and run 
over, etc. ;-) 


It is a pain to have to fuss around with guessing whether or not a radio 
with a 
glass meter cover will or won't be accepted at any given moment or location, 
or if I 
either stuff an older tube radio with bubble wrap or newspaper to immobilize 
the tubes if that is OK or simply remove and individually wrap and box the 
tubes and then ship those with the radio if that is OK? Do you see the 
confusion that is created by such an imprecise and unpredictable policy? 


If UPS could lay out a detailed packing policy for tubes, radios with 
tubes, radios 
and other equipment with glass meter and dial faces then folks in the 
Amateur Radio community could have some certainty as to the expected packing 
standards. 


Note: Requiring the original box and packing materials is not either 
practical or 
wise. The original box may have been damaged and the packing materials have 
likely been damaged and compressed out of necessary shape and resiliance. 
Plus a large percentage of radios have long since been separated from their 
original 
boxes. 


Sure would appreciate if UPS could take a new look at the policy and 
issue 


something more appropriate to this large and growing source of 
business. 

As you may have read on the lists many are actively looking to 
others in the face of inconvenient and/or incomprehensible UPS

It covers 18Mc down to 
1.5Mc and also 200-500 kc. Receiver and cabinet are in good 
condition. The top has some white spots on it." 


This is a plus. There IS a top, which we can tell from the picture and 
from the fact that it has spots. As long as the spots aren't contageous I 
see no problem here -- so far. It's just a good thing they weren't green 
of something .... 


" TI have looked inside and everything looks good. 


This is clearly the definitive statement about the radio's condition. 
Reminds me of the typical scene you see repeated over and over again 

along the road -- car stops, won't start, driver opens hood to see if 
"everything looks good". A question without an answer is whether he 

actually recognizes anything he's looking at. 


"All the tubes are there and no broken 
or extra wires." 


I really appreciate it when a seller takes the schematic, the radio, and 


traces each and every wire to ensure there are no extra ones. Also, it 
must have taken a great deal of time to ohm out every insulated wire to 
ascertain that none are broken. I'd be more comfortable if the seller 
had stated there were no MISSING wires ... alas. 


"Tuning,knobs and controls all move" 


It is unfortunate here that the seller did not state in which direction all the 
knobs and controls move. Some degrees of freedom are better than 
others .. 


"I have no way to test it so I am selling it as is." 


Well, at least we know it has spots, no broken or extra wires, and that 
there is some sort of movement of the controls. In truth, that's a better 
description that most, which runs something like -- " bought this at an 
estate, don't know what it is, never seen one before so it must be RARE, 
if you know what it is bid up ‘cause it must be worth a lot. Mint." 


"It has the shock mount on it anda 
speaker that come [sic] with it. I have tested the speaker and it does 
work but the volume was low."

that normally causes bleeding from the ears? All questions begging for 
asnwers.

It's been almost three years now since KPH, the great RCA maritime station 
of the west coast, the "wireless giant of the Pacific", fell silent. Ray 
Smith sent the final message and Warren Reese shut down the transmitters. 
Station manager Jack Martini left the receivers on at Point Reyes when he 
turned out the lights so they would stand a symbolic watch over the ships 
at sea. But the banks of transmitters at Bolinas were silent. Mice took 
up residence in the control room. Rats of significant heft were loving 
life in the generator building. The trees grew unchecked up into the open 
wire feeders that spread in all directions from the transmitter building. 


KPH has been a passion of mine for decades. When I first started visiting 
the station in the early 70s the point-to-point HF curcuits were still in 
operation. Upstairs at the receiving station in Point Reyes the walls were 
lined with receivers - each one taking up three full racks. They were 
connected to antennas aimed at points around the Pacific rim. Signs above 
each one proclaimed exotic locations like Hong Kong, Singapore and 

Honolulu. Downstairs all operating positions in the Morse room were manned. 
The sound of Morse washed over a visitor as the operators worked one ship 
after another, sometimes stealing ships from each other, barely clearing 
the hook from the last traffic list before it was time to send the next one. 


But then came the satellites. And GMDSS. And accountants at the shipping 
companies with sharp pencils wondering why they should pay that extra man 
with the lightning bolts on his sleeve. The decline was show but it was 
steady. KPH carried on years longer than anyone expected. But finally 
Globe Wireless bought the licenses and the station was shut down. 


On Cape Cod they bulldozed WCC even before the tubes were cold. No trace 
remains of many of the other coast stations. I couldn't abide the thought 
that KPH and the history it represents might disappear like all the othes. 
In the special case of KPH preservation seemed possible. Rather than 
passing into the hands of developers KPH and all its artifacts became the 
property of the Point Reyes National Sea Shore. So with Tom Horsfall I 
formed the Maritime Radio Historical Society. We submitted a plan for 
preservation and restoration. The Park Service folks were thinking along 
the same lines. They looked us up and down and apparently decided that we 
could do what we said we could. And with a handshake we began work. 


We carefully gathered up all of the tubes, parts and documents at the 
Bolinas transmitting station and stored them in secure areas. Warren Reese 
joined our group and began educating us on the details of the transmitters. 

Jack Martini came aboard and told us how the station really worked. Ray 
Smith became a member and told us about how it was to stand watch as the 
senior Morse operator. 


The plan is to return KPH to operation just as it used to be operated - or 
aS near as we can manage. The call will be K6KPH instead of KPH and the 
frequency will be 7mc. instead of 8mc. But it will use commercial 
operating procedures and Jack and Ray and other former operators will sit 
the circuit just as they used to. The CQ wheel on punched paper tape 
will send "VVV DE K6KPH" until someone breaks us with a single dit and 
K6KPH operator cuts the tape and sends "DE" to begin a brisk exchange with 
the calling station. The visitors to the planned museum will see and hear 
a real coast station in operation. That is the vision. 


Today we began looking at the transmitters closely, trying to pick 
candidates to be returned to operation. We have two rows of tranmitters 
from Henry radio not more than 10 years old. And rows of great hulking RCA 


giants from the 50s. Outside a forest of antenna poles still stand 
supporting wire antennas fed with open wire feeders as the radio gods 
intended. 


While our hearts were with the RCA sets we picked one of the Henrys as 
probably the easiest to return to the air. We traced the feeders and found 
that it was connected to one of the double Zepps way out at the edge of the 
antenna field. We traced other Zepps back to the transmitter building. We 
were in good shape for antennas. We turned on the Henry and let it sit for 
a bit. It was more like a large ham trasnmitter than anything else and the 
construction was no more than adequate. What we really wanted to do was 
put power to some of the RCA sets. And we did. 


Now brothers and sisters, let me tell you that these are real transmitters. 
Transmitters capable of 20kW should we care to nudge them a bit. 
Transmitters with balanced output terminals just ready for the open wire 
feeders. Transmitters with meters the size of Cadillac speedometers. And 
they were built like the builders were proud of them. We engaged the 
switch in the power distribution room and walked back to the transmitter. 
Warren pushed a great large button on the panel that said "Start" and BAM! 
a contactor pulled in and MMMMWwrrrrnnnn the blowers came up to speed. 
Meters came to life. Filaments glowed. We even tried a shot of HV. These 
transmitters had been severed from their antennas when the Henrys came in. 
Which is probably lucky as I don't know if we could have resisted keying 
them. But instead we shut them down and stood around with our hands in our 
pockets grinning at each other. 


For the first time in years power has been applied to transmitters at KPH. 
Real plans have been laid to put the station back on the air. I have let 
myself believe that the tide has turned and the resurrection of the great 
station has begun.

I don't know the ECM 31 but I have an ECM 260 and the instructions say the 
battery will last 7000 hours. Mine terminates in a balanced output. The cable 
and plug convert it to an unbalanced output into a PL-55 plug. So you can go 
either way. The only problem I see with a cardiod mic is noise in the 
pattern. If you're in the basement with your back to the furnace you'll 
probably broadcast the motors when ever they come on. If you can aim the 
cable end towards the noise. That's the dead zone. 

Mixers. Shure made a nice inexpensive four or five mic mono mixer. I think it 
was a MX60. Cost about $80.00 in the early 1970s. RCA's Hobby Books had 
schematics for mike preamps and mixers. Modular by nature. Another Mixer, if 
you run across it, is a Bozak. Portable, rugged and heavy. Bozak was known 
mostly for speakers but they had a proffesional audio division.

Gang: 


The university a nephew attended was throwing out old 
test equipment (replacing all with new). He pulled a couple 
of pieces out of the trash and gave one to me: a Fluke 8050A 
Digital Mulitmeter. No book of course. 


Couple of questions if anyone can help: it is apparently 
battery-operated, with built-in charger. It also has place for 
an AC plug-in (like a computer cord), and the "battery charger" 
light comes on when it is plugged in and power button is in OFF 
position. Question: should I (1) leave it plugged into the AC 
when using it, or (2) run it off its internal battery power? 
Should I then just leave it plugged in all the time, including 
when not in use? 


Also, I need operating instructions - I got it working, 
sort of, but am still figuring how it seems/is supposed 
to work. I have gotten DC readings - more or less - and resistances 
somewhat. Instructions copy would sure help. 


I finally have 
Viking is turned turtle on the workbench -checked out bias circuit, 
voltage low. Need to replace filter caps (6AL5 rect for bias supply) which 
may help the apparent too-much-idle-current. Then set screen voltage, 
run it up the flagpole and see if anyone salutes. I did fix a couple 
minor wiring things, done when the mod was made to use the 829B - now 
if I get the Fluke working it'll help get right voltages so the final 
no longer glows brightly when supposed to be just sitting there! 


More to come... at least I have put it on the air and made a 
few contacts... now to get it working right!
